The i»Iai«inis of <lueensberry to 
Turn Lecturer. 



(London 'limes, Dec. H.) 
Yesterday the poors of Scotland met in 
Holyrood I'lilnce in iicoordiiiico with the 
terms of tlm R ^yal I'mclainiUidn fur the 
purpose of electiiiij .lixtooii of thdir num- 
ber to sit and vote iii the house of lorda 
during the existence of the parlimiieiu 
now about „to meet. The election took 
place in the picture (gallery, whiuli wiis 
fitted up for the occ.iaion, and tho pro 
ceedinys were \vitiie;ist:d l>y a laryo naaein- 
bly of tho public. 'J'hu liarl of Ohiskuw, 
Lord Clerk Reyister luid Keeper of the 
Signet, presided, and tho other peera 
present were: The Duke of Leiiin'X, tho 
Marquis of Q'leonsbei ry , Earl of Mar, 
Earl of Morton, E irl of Striitliniora and 
Kinghornu, ICarl (jf FLidtliii^toii, E.irl of 
Gallowiiy, E;irl (if LilhUiv. E.irl of Lou- 
doun, Earl of Suutho.-ik, Earl of Airlie, 
Earl of Dundoiiald, Eirl of Seatield, 
Lord Forbes, Lord Saltoun, Lord Sinolair, 
Lord Elphinatone, Lord Bothwiok, Lord 
Blaniyro, L ird Balfour of Burleigh, L'ird 
Napier, Lto d Elibaiik, Lord Rulhven ond 
L'.rd Pdlwarth. 

'' After tlio roll liad been called, 

The Mai'tiuia of Quuensbcrry aiiid: — 
My Lords— 1 wish respectfully to inquiro 
of your lordahips or of the noble lord in 
thp chair aa to the manuur in which these 
eleotioiiH are cniuiiicied — that la to say, 
»s to the nnniin.itini,' of peer.s for election 
and to the uielhcfl of votini; for thorn. 
We are nil aware of tho fact that from the 
lar^e majority of the conservative ele- 
ment virluiilly only c ifiaarval ivos aro re- 
turned, a libt-fril, 1 beliovo, being the ex- 
ception. You will, perhaps, oxouso the 
simile, but aiiKiii;^ uui'selvea the position 
of tho partiea BUfigeiitij to mo tlio paniblo 
of tho sheep and tho goats — tho liberals 
are banished ovorlaatingly, not to a warm 

flaco, but rnihor out into tho cold. 
Laughter ] I have observed that a list 
IS passed round, from wliich noble lords 
make a copy I Bhnukl like to know on 
what principle tliij list is m.tdu out, an i 
who is respiinBiblo for it, because, when 1 
was first selected as one of the ropru 
aentative peers no (lueatioii was ever 
asjsedof nie as to my politics; indeed J 
left's quitR ipiawaro J to bp Hclcoted 

With' all veajiecl tuyour lord.shipa I would 
Eoy that thia Bi'Om.s to ine rather a looao 
And careless way nf electing tlio ropro- 
■pntative peers of Beotlttod. [ alfio wiah 
to remind your lurd^hi'^w that at the el-jcr 
lion of thi« l»at parliament I was sipelled 
from my seat and not simply rojooiad. I 
am not ipiesl inning the right of noble 
lords to i'i|)el oie— I udinit th.oy woro per. 
fectly wiihin thuir rij^lit— but I wish this 
jaot to be rememberod — that peers once 
elected have almost invariably been re- 
elect od, so that as far as peers are con- 
cerned who have already sat theaa elec 
tions aro a more matter of fenn; but 
though I do not tiuestinn tho ri^hl of 
noblo lords to e.xpel mo, yet I do C"mj)lain 
of and question tho j mtine of expuUing 
me on a wrongful aocuaation. Other and 
very just reasons could haye bnpi) uivon, 
such an tliut I liitfl voted on the Liberal 
jjdo, l,l)d Unit my atttiiidanou liad beon ir- 
regular, but tlieac reascma were never 
mentioned. I believe tliere wa.i a ineot- 
in^ in London of Scottish poors, but 1 was

aoouaation that flras brought ni^altiat tno, 
Jjord Jjothiati here in llii.s roofn, before 
the assembled peers luid hundreds of pou- 
plo at the laat elu(;.tion, brought an un - 
ffarrantoble acciisfitioii a!;aiiiat mo. Jia- 
ferri»K '° myself, ho said; "He has 
denied the existence of Qod, and J liopo 
you will not vote for him." Seeing that 
tho noble lord's advice was acted upon, 
although I waa not ovon allowed to reply, 
I wish to take thin opportunity of giving 
an emphatic denial to tho accusation. I

else to adduce anything I have over said 
or written to Bubstaiitinte tho charge he 
brings againat mo. Tliu fact is thai I 
have placed this power thoy aro pleased 



to call God on a far higher pedestal with- 
in my mind. It was not, indeed, a ques- 
tion with, mo whether this power was a 
personal intoUigunt being ur something 
lower, but rather whether it was not a 
something far higher and utterly beyond 
human oomprohauSion. I had certainly 
objected to attempted detinitiuns of it 
such as "Hej" why nut "She" or "It )" 
It was recently defined to ino by a noted 
reverend preUte aa "A Being who ia per- 
son and who is a first cause." Wo are 
standing in eternal time without begin- 
ning and witlKJUt ending. To say there is 
a beginning to no beginning is, if there ia 
any meaning in language, an absurdity 
and u contradiction. 

Tho Eirl of Galloway said— I wish to 
know whether it is in order for any peer 
to give an address of this sort. 

The Marquis of Quo naberry — Accusa- 
tiortB-Uave bven brought against me in 
this room, and I claim at tho present 
moment the liberty uf refuting the charges 
brought against mo. There is a charge 
which 1 have not como to, and I claim 
tho right to refute it also. 

Tho Earl of (iluagow, in answer to tho 
noble mar(|uis, said — I have to state that 
at this table wo have no cogniziuco what- 
ever of what may take place privately 
among the | eers. 

The Mttftiuis of Qioenaberry — These 
accusations wi^re made in this room pub- 
licly by Lord Lothian. 

'I'he E:iil of Glasgow — It is not custom 
ary, aa you all know, that any speeches 
should be made at thiS time Tho noblo 
lord has been alt'orded the most ample op 
pnrtunity of making an explanatiuu, and 
it is unnecessary that the matter should 
bo prolonged 

Tho Miirquia of t,)ueen3berry —This ia a 
peculiar ciiae (Cries from tho peers of 
■'Chair, chair.") From the accusatiims 
that have been made against mo, and 
which have been riont forth through the 
whole world, I have suflered intensely. 
Through them I may say that I have al- 
most become an outcust and beon banish- 
ed from the country. I claim my right 
to bo heard.

Sir Wil- 
liuni Buyi: "One thing at least the olec- 
tion hui proved— that the tory party can 
nuvor, nndor ;uiy conceivable circuin- 
Btiincoa, hiivo ii luiijdrity in tiiu houso of 
commons." 'I'lm Timea tnkea u.x:cui)tio!i 
to this robust prediction and says it iniyht 
have been made before, with as nuich 
reason and as little fulfilment in 18;i2 and 
in ISOS. Accordinji to Sir William IJar- 
ci)urt'.4 liiiurua, thu liberal party now 
ruckona a total of III!:') members, as against 
343 in the laat parlianiant. Thiaduea not 
at Grat aij^ht look like a victory which has 
annihilated tho enemy. The consorvativu 
party has 250 seats, against 249 in tho 
last parliament. These figures can hardly 
bo said to indicate irretrievable disaster. 
It ia true that whoii we come to examiuo 
the three kint,'diuna in detail tho liburala 
are found to h ive luai at one av.-oop o'l 
seats in Ireland, and asj thtso have goiio 
exclusively to the nationalists, it follows, 
as Sir William Haroourt points out, tliat 
the liberals must have incrtsased their 
atrenj^'th by 2'i in (!raat Britain.

Why should not these 
conatituoiiciea do at the next election 
what so many uf the old conatitoencies 
have done on iho present occasion .' Sir 
William Haroourt's confidonce can only 
be justified Oti" tho Bssamption that when 
a constituency has once returned a liberal 
it will continue to do ao, in all circinn- 
8tancea,t() the end irf time. The abaurdily 
ofjthis rHasoninyiis ain[)ly demonstrated by 
Sir Wm. 11 arcourt'e own electoral fortunes.

Again, tlic coUKcrvalive?. have won largely 
in the I'ai.^lisli liorougli,-, , they now hold 
lit) stats against lo'.l helil by the liberal.s. 
If we Wi re to ailnpt Sir William llarcourt's 
veaiioniiit; we should bo entitled to say that 
the liberal parly can never, under any con- 
ceiviiblo circnuiKtauees, recover n majority 
in tho English boroughs. A.s a matter of 
fact, we are very far indeed, from saying 
anything of the kind. But wo think, on 
the othor hand, it is perfectly fair to ;iay 
that the vote of roniidenoe claimed by Sir 
William llavcourt fur tlm lat<' administra- 
tion has 1hm;u \i-ilhlield l)y the boroughs, 
while the splendid l.'slimony to tlie leader- 
ship and policy of .\lr. Ciladstoiic has been 
given, in the maiu. by the nc.vly i-nfraii- 
chised voters in the cDiuities. This result 
is not lit all surprising; it allbrds 
little room for triumphant ixultntion, 
and it ollerH some food for roUectiou. 
The liberal party can count 333 noses in 
the now parliament. We can discern no 
majority hero, and iinleaa a majority can 
create and si stain a gnvernment ita num- 
bers are of little avail. Instead of de- 
monstrating that the liberal majority is, 
OT ought to bo, triumplwnt and over- 
svhelming. Sir William Haroourt would 
in our judgment be nnicli bottfr employed 
in advising with hia countrymen on the 
difiiculttes and dangers of the existing 
political situation, and considering h->w 
ithey can beat be dealt vvith in a spirit of 
statesmanship and patriotism. Tliere is 
nothing to be gained by kee|)ing alive, 
now that the elections are over, tho bar- 
ren cdiitrovuraie.i of party strife at a time 
when, as Sir Charles Dilke lias told us, 
politics are more dissociated from jjarty 
than at any -previous period within his 
memory. However great the liberal 
triumph may be, the discordant uttei- 
anccs of Sir Charles Dilke and Sir 
William Ifarcourt are certidnly not calcu- 
lated to iuapire tho country with any 
overweening confidence in liberal unity 
and liberal concord.

The carpenter, Charles Foster, and the 
cock, Ah Sing, were arreatod and had a 
hearing before J. G. Swan, U. W. com- 
missioner, which resulted in their being 
held to answer in tho sums of §300 and

Moora vs. Turner, Boetoii it Co. — This 
was an applicalion of defendants to dia- 
Bolvp the injunction restraining the aalo 
of the steamer Teaser, obtained by Mooro 
last Saturday. 

Hon. A. E. B. Davie, Q. 0., and Mr. 
Theodore Davie appeared for the defend- 
ants, and Mr. W. J. Taylor (Eberts & 
Taylor) for the plaiiUifT. 

In opening, iMc. T.Davie stated the law 
on the Bubjuct of injunctions proventiug 
mortgagees selling under their mortgages. 
He was proceeding to read the affidavit of 
his client, Mr. Turner, wheii Mr. Taylor 
objected that it could not bo read or used 
in evidence on tlio ground tiiat it had bean 
sworn to simply before Mr. Davie liinj- 
aelf who was engaged in tho caao, which 
would, therefore, preclude it* being read. 

This objeotion, his lordship said, might 
be technically right, but he wished to get at 
the merits of the matter and not decide it 
on a technicality, and to obviate the dilh- 
culty ho called Mr. Turne.- up and re- 
swore him himself in open court. 

Mr. Davie said that ho was not tho sol- 
icitor on the record and hence there could 
bo no objection to his taking tho affidavit. 

Tho aflidavit of Mr. J. H. Turner, era- 
bodying reaaona for protesting against re- 
straint of sale of steamer Teaser was then 
read. 

^Hia lordship said that a great deal of 
Moore's aliidavit was indueomoiit, and iit 
tho first it -had seemed to him that the 
case, whatever might afterwards prove to 
be Its merits, showed primu/acie evidence 
of oppression of the rich against tho poor, 
and under thia impression he had graiitect 
tho injunction. 

J. 11 . Turner (examined by Mr. Tay- 
lor)—! remember telling you generally 
that tho cost of the boat from her build- 
ing to that of her commencing to run, w»a 
about $14,000^ and $18,000 after she 
started running. Thia was mainly correct 
but was made without regard to the 
Teaser's books; I may have seen thia ao-- j 
count (produced) but it is altering and j 
increasing every day. It was hurriedly 
made and has been gone through by 
Moore himself without objection to the 
items by him. Moore was always order- 
ing things and then complaining he had 
been nwindled by overcharge. VVo askud i 
him often to get the books examined by | 
an accountant. ' 

His lordship said that supposing the 
witness'statement to be true, that part of | 
Moore's aflidavit saying no opportunity I 
had been given bim of rectifying tho ' 
statement of witness' claim, was inani- ; 
festly false. 

Examination continued; — L-iii/, con- : 
tended that he hud expended a cerimii 
sum, fortimbor, on the Teaser. I had no 
proof of this and spoke to Moore, who , 
finally said that hia son Henry Imd given [ 
notes on the vessel which ho (Moore) . 
would havo to protect. This ended in our 
paying them. Moore had tho steamer's ! 
books in his poaaossion all the time. Ho | 
t(dd mo ho could have arranged to sell the \ 
aioamor ofl' tho route if our house had | 
beou willing; (in explanation) he had used 
the words that if wo had allowed him to • 
auU the atoamor to O iderdonk and chisel - 
ed tho Chilliwliack farnora, we could have 
made money out of it, 

Alluding to the accounts, .Mr. Taylor 
c(unplainBd that original items ditfered i 
every lime; the accounts were .liubmittcd i 
apart from variations oonaecjuont upon a 
running account, This sh-jwed, to say the | 
least, there waa something wrong some- 
wliero. t)f tho §14,000 before mentioiiod, 
80,000 (the amount ut' the Allsop A lAla.son 
mortgage) whicli had been received by 
Mr. Turner had not been credited, 

Examination continued: — We helped * 
Henry Mooro for these reasons: Wo ox- | 
pecteil to derive benotit from the freight ■ 
landing at our wharf (ind the prol't on 
tho steamer Adelaide's account was : 
to help to.reduce his indebtedness on the I 
Teaser. ' 

Mr. Taylor said that on an 
interlocutory application of tliia 
kind the court could not decide tho 
merits of tho cause. All that could be 
done was to inquire into tho accounts 
generally and if any manifest it^accuracies 
appeared continue thereatraiiiing order un- 
til the amount .was ascertained. How 
could any amount as due bo ordered to 
be paid into court when the very i(uest ii>ii 
ill issue in tho action was to ti.*; thai 
amount about which both parties wiiU-ly 
dill'ered in opinion 1 It waa true that 
generally tho old rule was that a mort- 
gagor when contesting the claim should 
pay his money into court and bring his 
action afterwards, but how, when such 
material dilforeno in iiocounts as a sum 
of §5000 or §0000 e.xiated, could such bo 
done ( If the court diasolved the injunc 
tion the defendant in thia app'/ieai ioii 
would be compelled to stand by and see 
tho vessel sold, and the' result might be 
an injury of which the court was an im- 
pelling power. Proceeding to state there 
had been a full and tree disclosure in the 
matter of accounts on tho part of his 
client, on the application for the injunc- 
tion obtained from the statomenta re 
coived from Turner, Beetoii it Co. , and 
that the accuracy of same waci in dispute, 
counsel was interrupted by hia lordship, 
who said, "No; there is a vary malernl 
dillerenco to that. You have not — I am 
.S[)eaking to yon as your client, in an Im- 
per-KUial sense, piirily, as regards yoor.ielf 
-you have not only not fully diseluaed , but 
have actually made a false statement if 
the evidonoo of Mr. 'J'urnor is corroi;! . 
Upon the assuinution that no opportunity 
had been given to Moore to inspect the 
accounts my synipatheticfeolings of eipii'.y 
were aroused; my idea being that tho ac- 
count produced was the only one capable 
of being obtuincd , and that in that account 
there was an amount nf aoino 8-1000 mis 
placed. On thoae grnnnda 1 naturally 
consented to grunt tho injunction. You 
led me to suppose that your client was 
being deeply wronged by defendants, and 
that they were actually owing money to 
him." 

Mr. Taylor — Thnt is rxib'tly the position 
we take; and it is the very mutter which 
must bo decidi'd iu the suit whieli is now 
pending for that pur|ioso. If your lordship 
lias decided to difisolvo the injunction, of 
course it is of no use for mo to continue, 
but I would SLggPst that the iiijiincii(.u \w 
continued ftir a few days and the matter of 
accpunts be referred to the rogistnir to 
nacertaiu the amounts respectively due the 
parties to the suit. 

Hislordship— Indeed I shall not, for that 
would be placing the onus of the deciHion,- 
which rests with the court, upon the shoul- 
ders of the regi.itrar. 

. Mr. Taylor then asked that an order be 
made for the iujuuctiou to bo continued on 
conditioi> that His cliout pi^id i?;)00() or S iODO 
into pourt, This was refused, hut tho 
pourt finally coiiaented to continue it until 
Saturday next at 12 o'clock, >vhen if the 
plaiutifl' (Moore) had not paid $8Q00 i.uo 
court the iujunotiou would be dissolved. 

Mr. A. E. li. Davie osHed that the motion

A WILD MAN IS THE MOUN- 
-TAIMS. - 

Sensation in tlie Settlement 
^ above Lebanon, Linn County, 
Oyer the Supposed Finding 
' ~of ii Longr-JLdsl'lHan. 

(AlbRuy Herald.) 
Muoh excitement has been created 
in the neighborhood of Lebanon re- 
cently over the discovery of a wild 
man in the luountaina above that 
place,iwbo is suppoaed to be the long- 
lost John Maokeniira, About four 
years ago it will be remembered that 
John Mackentrie, of Lebanon, while 
out bunting in the mountains east of 
Albany with anotlier man, mysterious- 
ly disappeared, and no definite trace of 
him Ima ever since been found. A few 
days ago a Mr. Fitzgerald and others, 
while hunting in tha vicinity of a butto 
known aa "Bald Peter," situated in the 
Cascades several miles above any set- 
tlement, saw a man resembling the 
long-lost man, entirely destifutc of 
clothing, who had grown hairy aa an 
animal and was completely a wild man. 
He was eating the rii'v llesh of a deer 
'when he was (irat seon, and they ap- 
proached within a few yardb before he 
saw them and tied. 

Mr. I-naac Banly saw this man in the 
same locality about two years ago. It 
is believed by many that the unfortun- 
ate man who was lost became deranged, 
and has managed to find means of sub- 
Bistence while wandering about in the 
mountains, probably finding shelter in 
some t'ave. That the man lost four 
vears ago has since that time thus lived 
seema almost impossible, though the 
fact that the men who saw him and 
claim that he strongly resembles Mack- 
entire are well known residents of 
Linn county, and are willing to make 
affidavit to their statements, gives 
credence to the affair. 

Shot Dead with His Wife Asleep 

A Paris dispatch to the London 
Daily Telegraph says: A sensational 
trial has just taken place at the lile-et- 
Vilaine Assizes. A farmer named 
Beaudouin, formi ily domiciled at St. 
Symphorien, was killed lu his bed on 
thenightof April Gth, and his wife, who 
was lying by his siile at the time, de- 
clared that she had not been awakened 
by the report of the tire arm, but by 
the blood which flowed from his body 
and the amell of his burning night-cap. 
She could therefore give no informa- 
!tibti as to the circumstances under 

'•■which the murder had been committed. 

-•■'Suspicion fell on one Braguel, a young 
man of bad character, who kad been 
discharged some time before by Beau- 

,douin. .In his trial at the August xVs- 
;Bize8| Brageul confessed his guilt, but 
said that he had acted at the instiga- 
tion of Mmo. Beaudftuin, who, indig- 
nant at her husband's many ilirtations, 

u had promised him (Brageul) 15 francs 
and her hand if ha would do the deed. 
A new trial was accordingly ordered, 
and yesterday Brageul and Mmc. Beau- 

' douin appeared side by side in the dock, 

..Bragoul.declared that the women oijon- 
ed the window to admit him and then 
returned to the bed. Keating his gun 
on her legs in order to give greater pre- 
cision to his aim, he tired. Death was 
instantaneous. Mrae. Beaudouin then 
got up, and going to the cupboard gave 
him 12 sous, pretending that she had 
no more money. A horribly realistic 
effect was given to the proceedings by 
the judge insisting on Mme. Beaudouin 

-.getting into the bloodstained bed, which 

■' had been, brought into the court, while 
Brageul, taking a gun, rested it on her 
legs in the act of taking aim. Finally 
the woman was acquitted, while Bra- 

• geul was coiidemned to hard labor for 
life. The jury thus placed on record the 
amazing opinion that a man can be 
ahot in his bed while his wife contin- 
ues to sleep soundly by his side.
